P. W. Hall sold 550 Sunday papers 
yesterday, the largest number ever 
sold in the city. He could have sold 
1,000 copies if he had had them. 


A mob of men began to gather abou. 
the drug store as early as 9 o’clock and 
when the papers arrived a little before 
noon the store and sidewalk and street 
was clogged with a crowd clamoring for 
papers. 


W hen the papers arrived there was a 
grand rush into the store. 
Magazines 
like Puck, Judge, Ladies’ Home Jour­ 
nal were thrown to the floor by the 
surging mass of men and used as a car­ 
pet. 
Besides this the lloor was covered 
with books brushed from the shelyes 
and a large glass in a show case was 
crushed in. 


Mr. Hall made less than $10 on the 
papers he sold. The crowd who bought 
the papers destroyed upwards of $15 
worth of property. 


Next Sunday a policeman will be em­ 
ployed to hold the crowd back.

Washington, April 25.—A 
resolution 
formally declaring war against Spain 
will be introduced in the congress of 
the United States today. The decision 
to do so v.*as reached after mature de­ 
liberation in order to safeguard the In­ 
terests of the United StiitoB. All the ar­ 
guments Dvo and con were disinissed 
yesterday aftiTnoonatthe White House 
at a conference in wliioh President Mc­ 
Kinley, Attorney General Griggs, As­ 
sistant Secretary Day and Senators 
Davis and Uale participated, and on its 
breaking up announeenient was made 
that congress today would be asked to 
declare wbat it is held already exists. 
The president will send a message to 
congress today to be delivered immedi­ 
ately after its convening setting forth 
the facts in the ease and asking con­ 
gress to formally declare war in order 
that there may be no rnisunderstandin 
on the part of other nations. The most 
important point in the nies.sage from a 
news i)oint 
of 
view will be the an­ 
nouncement that Spain has made for­ 
mal reply to the ulthr.atum. This reply 
has not been given to the public and It 
was supposed that none had been re­ 
ceived. 


Pltli of th« Spaiiiftij Il( ply. 


The document is a formal acknowl­ 
edgement by Spain and also an accept­ 
ance by that country of the ultimatum 
as a virtual declaration of war. 
Con­ 
gress will therefore he aslced to recog­ 
nize this condition of affais and to de­ 
clare it to the world, using Spain's con­ 
cession as a rea.son for it. The war res­ 
olution has been prepared, and it is un­ 
derstood that the two committtees hav­ 
ing In charge the foreign at'lairs of the 
two houses of congress will be prepared 
to report upon it ve<’y speedily—prob­ 
ably immediately after the reading of 
the message. 
An efUirt will 
then be 
made to have the resolution taken up 
and passed forthwith, and it is not now 
believed that there will be any formida­ 
ble opposition to this course in either 
house. 


Attitnde of the SpaniHh Guverniui^nt. 
The Spanish decree published by the 
Gaceta as to the attitude of that gov­ 
ernment regarding privateering and the 
question whether or not coal shall be 
held contraband of war was discussed 
by the state department ofliclals yester­ 
day. 
In response to questions put to 
him Judge Wm. li. Penfield, the solicitor 
of the department, said that if lists of 
contraband articles should b« prepared 
by the United States and Spain they 
may be Identical or may be widely di­ 
vergent, depending on the policy of each 
government. 
The action of each gov­ 
ernment will bind only Itself and Its own 
prize courts, and neutrals. The question 
whether contraband or not might there­ 
fore depend on whether the captor was 
American or Spanish.

In the fleets there was some excite­ 
ment, that blockading Havana having 
captured several vessels, the Ericsson 
scooping a fishing boat right under the 
guns of Morro Castle. The total num­ 
ber of prizes to date by Admiral Samp­ 
son’s ileet is six as follows;

At Fort Monroe the speedy ships Min­ 
neapolis and Columbia went to sea Sat­ 
urday night in the teeth of a gale. W hat 
their mission was nobody except the 
navy ofHcials knows, and anybody is 
competent to speculate thereon. 


The story of the loss of the Topeka 
proves untrue, as the vessel in collision 
with the Albatross has arrived safely in 
port. 


Saturday there was an exciting scene 
afloat with the blockaders. 
A vessel 
was seen standing in for the shore and 
the New York with other vessels imme­ 
diately started for her. 
She was soon 
made out to be a warship and believed 
to be Spanish. The New York prepared 
for a fight, believing her to be the Viz­ 
caya or Oquendo, when the Italian flag 
was made out. A few minutes later she 
began firing a salute of fifteen guns and 
proved to be the Italian cruiser Giovan­ 
ni Bausan, bound for Havana. 
This 
ended the incident, and she proceeded 
for the harbor after her salute had been 
returned. 


The firing on the Spanish merchant­ 
man Buena Ventura in advance of a 
formal declaration of war has raised a 
very interesting point whic:h is beinsi 
iebated in the diplomatic corps. 
Tiie 
awners of the vessel in New York have 
announced their 
intention t(j appeal, 
and it is not improbable that a vigor­ 
ous demand for redress from this gov­ 
ernment may be prosecuted. They have

York of a protest against the firing ui)- 
on and seizure of their vessel, and the 
French embassy in this city expects to 
receive a formal protest fr*>m them for 
cubmission to the state 
department.

He asks for 125,000 men, who 
will be concentrated at Washington, 
Richmond and Atlanta, where they will 
be held until they are properly trained 
and disciplined. 
It is understood that 
Fitahui^h I^ee will have a major gen­ 
eral’s command in this force.

Iowa, 3,772; Alichigan, 2.3GS; Wisconsin, 
S.274. Another important act Saturday 
watt the creation of a new regular army 
corps, which means that Cuba will be 
Invadad by the regulars very soon.

Her­ 
ron’s idea of following Christ to our 
political life. The idea of our political 
leaders is not to do right, not to relieve

wicked thought of so-called Christian 
men is how they may carry the next 
oleetion. In the minds of many Ciiris- 
tlan men it is repudiation to pay the 
money borrowed of the rich in equiva­ 
lent coin and righteousness to hear un­ 
moved tho voice of hungry ones calling 
lor work.
